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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The increasing number of dowry deaths is a matter of serious 
concern . The extent of the evil has been commented upon by the Joint 
Committee of the Houses to examine the working of the Dowry Pro 
hibition Act, 1961, Cases of cruelty by tho husband and relatives of the 
husband which culminate in suicide by, or murder of, the hapless 
woman concerned , constitute only a small fraction of the cases involv 
ing such cruelty . It is , therefore, proposed to amend the Indian Penal 
Code, the Code of Criminal Procedure and the Indian Evidence 
Act suitably to deal effectively not only with cases of dowry deaths but 
also cases of cruelty to married women by their in -laws, 
2 The following are the changes which are proposed to be made:--- 

(i) The Indian Penal Code is proposed to be amended to make 
cruelty to a woman by her husband or any relative of her husband 
punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to 
three years and also with fine. Wilful conduct of such a nature 
by the husband or any relative of the husband as is likely to drive 
the woman to commit suicide or cause grave physical or mental 
injury to her , and harassment of a woman by her husband or by 
any relative of her husband with a view to coercing her or any 
of her relatives to meet any unlawful demand for property would 
be punishable as cruelty . The offence will be cognizable if infor 
mation relating to the commission of the offence is given to the 
officer in charge of a police station by the victim of the offence or a 
relative of the victim of the offence or, in the absence of any such 
relative, by any public servant authorised in this behalf by the State 
Government. It is also being provided that no court shall take cog 
nizance of the offence except upon a police report or a complaint 
made by the victim of the offence or by her father, mother, brother , 
sister or by her father s or mother s brother or sister or with the 
leave of the Court by any other person related to her by blood , 
marriage or adoption ( vide clause s 2, 5 and 6 of the Bill) . 

( ii) Provision is being made for inquest by Executive Magistrates 
and for post mortem in all cases where a woman has, within seven 
years of her inarriage , committed suicide or died in circumstances 
raising a reasonable suspicion that some other person has committed 
an offence . Post mortem is also being provided for in all cases where 
a married woman has died within seven years of her marriage and 
ü relative oi such woman lias made a request in this behalf (vide 
clauses 3 and 4 of the Bill) . 

( iii) The Indian Evidence Act, 1872 is being amended to provide 
that where a woman has committed suicide within a period of seven 
years from the date of her marriage and it is shown that her husband 
or any relative of her husband had subjected her to cruelty , the 
Court may presume that such suicide had been abetted by her hus 
band or by such relative of her husband (vide clause 7 of the Bill ) . 
3 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .
